France Unraveling p . Sniffing Plane 9 Affair 

‘ Embarrassing Oil-Prospecting Scheme Cost Government $100 Million

PARIS — The most gripping 
reading in France these days is a 
148-page report originally written 
for a single person: a onco-secxet 
aodiunfs report to a French pome 
nuni aer mi the. government's ex- 
pensive and embarrassing experi- 
ment with Sniffing flirplanffs" jo 
detect oil deposts and nudear sub- 
marines. 

The government white paper re- 
counts, with wry official under- 
statement, "how former President 
Valery Giscard d'Estaing’s govern- 
ment lost SIOOmtQion from 1976 to 
1979 on a scheme backed by an 
idiosyncratic I talian inv entor , an 
aristocratic Belgian promoter and a 
shadowy international consortium 
trith highly placed conservative 
friends m business and politics in 
France, Italy, Spain, South Africa 
and South America. 

■ The episode has divided the 
French people into those bemused 
fry their leaders’ gullibility, and 
those making . dark insinuations 
over the scandal's political ramifi- 
cations. 

' • Members of the Socialist govern- 
ment, which published die report 
earlier this month, say their conser- 
vative predecessors were either 
grossly incompetent or used the 
secret experimental program to 
channel funds to stiD unidentified 
political allies. 

In either case, they say, Mr. Gis- 
card d'Estaing’s government at- 
tempted a cover-up both in office 
and when power changed hands in 
1981. 

. French conservatives, now in op- 
position, accuse the Socialists of 
trying to distract public attention 
from economic woes by exploiting 
an ili-faied gamble. 

By exposing France to interna- 
tional ridicule, a former prime min- 
ister said, the Socialists are betray- 
ing the national interest and 
sharpening political re usion$ to the 
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Some of the equipment used aboard the “sniffing air- 
planes** In the French oil-prospecting experiments. 
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Id War and a civil war.' 

Unanswered questions remain, 
mainly about where the money 
went and why it went so easily. A 
criminal investigation is under way; 
and -panirinamy an gradually 'siqk 
plying missing pieces that point to 
a swindle, not a grand congriracy.

- France's state-owned oil oonaar 
ny, Hf-Aquitaine, was approached 
reify in 1976 with news of a revolu- 
tionary invention — a radarlike

spot deeply submerged subma-

lit one mighiy bound, die coun- 
try, with this secret weapon, would 
become a major powttlf the teeb- 
nokjgy worked, it offered France 
tbe world lealersfep m oQ explora- 
tion. 

Sniffer planes could roam the 
sides; spotting .oS and enabling 
French companies ' to get cheap 
concessions and invest . tbeir drill- 
ing budgets, m . a . sine thing. The 
Easv-West sttsQc&c balance would 
tilt as nudear submarines became 
vulnerable. 

The irresistible offer was cham- 
pioned by a group with impeccable 
financial and. political credentials, 
the report says. 

Those iakeri ra by the idea in- 
cluded former Prime Minister An- 
toine Pinay, now 92, whose name is 
a French byword for integrity. He 
urged the French authorities to in- 
vest in the invention. 

The international group of back- 
ers was represented by, Jean Violet, 
a French lawyer specializing in in- 
ternational business, patent devel- 
opment, espkmnage and rightist 
activism with prominent Europe- 
ans and Americans. 

Mr. Violet said the invention was 
ibe work of two men — a self- 
taught Italian inventor and “Pro- 
fessor. of Nudear Physic” named 


Aldo Bonassoli, then 41. and his 
Belgian patron. Count Alain de 
Vplegas, then 59. 

The Italian, an inveterate elec- 
tronic tinkerer. and the Belgian a 
dreamy visionary, had teamed up 
m 19 m to promote the so-called 
directed selective vision beam, 
which they contended by 1976 was 
already discovering enough under- 
ground water in parched southern 
to open new vistas of tourist 
unenL ... ... . 

\ little tinkering was need- 
ed to. achieve other commercial re- 
sults. including oO discoveries, Mr. 

. Violet said, and the original back- 
ers were prepared for Fiance's 
suue-owned company to enter the 
picture. 

If France did not grab the inven- 
tion, it would go to a rival, proba- 
bly Exxon, the U.S. ml giant. 

As another prestigious guaran- 
tee, Philippe de Week, president of 
the second-largest Swiss bank, the 
Union des Banques Suisses in Ge- 
neva, was made the head of the 
inventors’ company. 

He was extolled in secret French 
correspondence as “a French 
speaker, a friend of France and a 
Catholic.” 

Mr. de Week reportedly had 
been helpful to French state com- 
panies on deals requiring Swiss 
discretion. He retired early bran 
die bank and now beads the Swiss 
financial subsidiary of France's 
state-owned Renault automobile 
company. 

At the time, the French authori- 
ties believed that Mr. de Week and 
bis bank were involved in (he com- 
pany, but be was only lending his 
name to a concern entirely con- 
trolled by Count de VBlegas. 

After some tests over old wells io 
southwestern France, Elf-Aqui- 
laine signed an initial contract pro- 
riding an outright payment to the 
inventors of $80 million (200 mil- 
lion Swiss francs). The contract 
was written in Swiss francs, and 
Union des Banques Suisses lent 
Elf- Aquitaine money to make the 
payment. 

The inventors agreed simply to 
test the technology with Elf-Xqui- 
tainefor a year ana they insisted on 
absolute secrecy to protea their 


invention. Only a handful of top 
government and oil company offi- 
cials could be involved. Scientists 
and military experts were excluded, 
and no one was allowed to inspect 
the equipment. 

The invention was in two parts. 
Delta, one of the machines, was 
mounted in an airplane and whined 
louder and louder when it spotted 
oil, even from altitudes of 20,000 
feet (6,000 meters). 

Asqsoadrmacfcme, Om^a, oper- 
ated on the ground. It gave com- 
puter-enhanced images on a video- 
recorder screen, showing the shape 
of underground deposits. 

Elf -Aquitaine embarked on a 
530-mflIion prospecting program. 
Delta beeped over known oil reser- 
voirs, was mute over known dry 
holes on tests in winch French ex- 
ecutives sat in the bade of the plane 
with maps on their knees. 

Omega’s viewing screen repro- 
duced drill casings with astonishing 
accuracy, including even small 
twists in the shaft. 

Even though new deposits in 
France, Gabon and South Africa’s 
Zululand Faded to produce even a 
smudge of oil, the overall test pat- 
tern convinced French executives 
that they had a breakthrough. 

Bnt they were never allowed near 
the equipment Dangerous emis- 
sions, they were warned, could 
harm an outrider who approached 
Delia or Omega. 

Equally buoyant Count de Ville- 
gas began to realize his dreams of 
revivedfhmOy glory. He set up an 
aviation company, CER. Seven 
planes were bought, including 
small Fokkers, an old DC-3 and a 
used Boeing 707. 

His family chateau was com- 
pletely rebuilt, with craftsmen to 
restore the antique finish and engi- 
neers to install special floors to 
bold heavy computers imported 
from dm United States and Japan. 
Mr. Bonassofi, Bring upstairs with 
his calculations, complained of the 
nose made by the workmen. 

The Brussels airport became a 
headquarters for CER, which 
bought and rebuilt a big hangar for 
their secret operations. Front com- 
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Aldo Bo nasso li stands in Iris laboratory at his nOa in Ventimiglia, Italy. 
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pames acquired offices at smart 
addresses in Paris and Nice. 

The count’s daughter flew her 
own plane to Niger U> found a 
company named Air-raid, involved 
in drilling for water. 

The French government ac- 
quired a villa in the Paris suburbs 
and assigned former spies io guard 
the property. This was apparently 
the first step in a French plan, 
which came to nothing, to lure Mr. 
Bonassoli away from his increas- 
ingly temperamental Belgian part- 
ner. 

Throughout 1977, things contin- 
ued smoothly on the surface. Test 
. flights outride France remained in- 
conclusive because of drilling prob- 
lems. But an Elf-Aquitaine report 
said that the invention had discov- 
ered nearly three billion barrels of 
oil, dramatically reducing French 
dependence on expensive oil from 
the Middle East 
A new contract was signed in 
1978, providing the inventors with 
5100 million (250 million Swiss 
francs at the rate then) and the 
same amount once they struck ofl. 

To preserve secrecy and hide ibe 
funds going to Switzerland, the 
project was transferred from Elf- 
Aquitaine, which indudes private 
shareholders, to ERAP. the govern- 
ment holding company that con- 
trols Elf-Aquitaine. 

When Albin Chalandon became 
presided of both Elf-Aquitaine 
and ERAP in late 1977, he was 
skeptical about the project. But be 
was told by government officials 
that Mr. Giscard d'Estaing and 
Prime Minister Raymond Bane 
had approved the project and 
wanted him to cooperate with the 
inventors. 

The retiring director of Elf-Aqui- 
utine, Pierre Guillaumat. who had 
initiated the project and pursued it 
enihnsiasrially. was assigned to fol- 
low up on the work. 

A graduate of France’s elite sci- 
entific school. Polytechnique. Mr. 
Guillaumat was a former Gaullist 
defense minister and the major 
force behind France's post-war 
drive for energy resources, especial- 
ly oil. 

His successes, in Algeria and 
elsewhere, had been undermined 
by the Arab oil nationalism of 
1 973, and he thought that the sniff- 
er plane, known as Operation ADC 
was the national hope. Tentative 
doubts on the part of Industry’ 
Minister Arkfre Giraild west “ig- 
nored. 

Throughout the costing months. 
Delta and Omega failed to hit pay- 
dirt Gear pictures abounded, but 
lest drilling, some of it very deep, 
produced only dry holes. 

French engineers noted anoma- 
lies. For example, the Omega 
screen one day displayed a set of 
interesting images of an old oil res- 
ervoir, but an engineer noticed that 
the same images had appeared ear- 
lier, only backward. 

“A latent image from an ear her 
reconnaissance (tight," Mr. Bonas- 
soli said 

Although French officials bad 
strict orders to stay friendly with 
the inventors, they gradually be- 
came frustrated by their lack of 
access to the secret equipment in 
which they had invested 
Strained relations worsened with 
Count de Villegas. In their deal- 
ings, French officials found him 
difficult, temperamental and high- 
ly suspicious. Elaborate seentity 
devices protected his Belgian resi- 
dence, and be refused to set foot in 
France, apparently for fear of be- 
ing kidnapped 

In an ill-timed move, French of- 
ficials tried to entice the Italian 
inventor to their Paris villa, sending 
a military plane to cany him to 
France. 

But Count de Villegas threat- 
ened to seQ his invention for a bil- 
lion dollars to Exxon or to an Arab 
who he said represented the Chase 
Manhattan Rank. 

French offirials apologized Mr. 
Bonassoli went home and Count de 
Villegas got a Paris-based Ameri- 
can businessman, Daniel Boyer, to 
repres en t Jim instead of Mr. Vio- 
let, whom he apparently no longer 
trusted 

The Elf-Aquitaine officials who 
hod started the project remained 
enthusiastic, even though the oily 
“conclusive” results came from 
known Elf-Aquitaine sites, results 
that could have been obtained if 
tbe inventors bad a corporate mole 
supplying title company’s own data. 

As the secret seeped in to govern- 
ment aides, mare French officials 
became suspicious. 

Finally, a demonstration was ar- 
" in April 1979 for Mr. Gis- 
I d'Estaing. 

Accounts vary about the French 
president's reaction to the show at 
an abandoned French airfield in 
the Champagne regioii.

U.S. Says GNP Growth 
Slowed to a 4.5 % Pace

WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
economy grew at a 4J percent 
annual rate in 19&3’s fourth quar- 
ter. with consumer spending and 
capital investment leading the way. 
the Commerce Department report- 
ed Friday. 

The figure confirmed the slowing 
pace of the recovery from the reces- 
sion that ended a year ago. A feu 
weeks ago, forecasters had expect- 
ed ihe fourth-quarter annua] rate of 
increase in gross national product, 
adjusted for inflation, would be 6 
percent to 7 percent. 

GNP, adjusted for inflation, rose 
at a seasonally adjusted 7.6 percent 
rate in the third quarter, 9.7 percent 
in the second and 16 percent in the 
first. 

Tbe inflation rate rose at a 3.9 
percent rate, up from the third 
quarter's 3.6 percent. 

The smaller rise in inflation- ad - 


With inflation included. GNP 
for 19S3 was $3,309.5 billion. In the 
fourth quarter alone, it was a 
S3.432-bilIion seasonally adjusted 
annual rate. 

Fot all 1983. inflation-adjusted 
GNP rose 6.1 percent, slightly less 
than the 6.4 percent average for the 
six previous post-World War II re- 
coveries. Personal-consumption 
spending rose 5.4 percent, the post- 
war average. During 1982, infla- 
tion-adjusted GNP fell 1.7 percent 
investment in housing and busi- 
ness plant and equipment was 
stronger than normal tor the first 
year of recovery, while government 
purchases of goods and services 
and the trade balance were far 
weaker, the department said. 

The combined effect of federal 
farm programs to reduce commod- 
ity surpluses and tbe drought that 
affected many grain-growing areas 
cut half a percentage point off 
GNP, the department said.

CAIRO — President Hosni Mu- 
barak’s senior foreign policy advis- 
er said Friday that Egypt. Jordan 
and the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
fc nization would meet soon to devise 
.a compromise peace initiative. He 
called upon the United Slates to 
participate. 

In an interview on prospects for 
peace and recent developments in 
ihe region, the adviser. Osama d- 
Baz. urged the United Stales to act 
as mediator between Israel and the 
three Arab parties. 

“Since the time is not right for 
Israel to join us. tbe United States 
should act as a go-between in our 
tripartite negotiations and Israel" 
said Mr. el-Baz, whose official titles 
are Foreign Ministry undersecre- 
tary and chief of Mr. Mubarak's 
political office. 

Mr. el-Baz made his remarks one 
day after tbe 45-member Islamic 
Conference Organization agreed to 
invite Egypt back into the organi- 
zation. Egypt was suspended after 
making peace with Israel in 1979. 

Mr. el-Baz said that Egypt re- 
served judgment on the move until 
a delegation from the summit con- 
ference assured Egypt that its deci- 
sion to extend an invitation was 
unconditional 

But he called the conference's 
action a corrective step in recogni- 
tion of Egypt’s role in the struggle 
for the Arab and Palestinian cause. 

Diplomats here said that, bol- 
stered by the Islamic summit con- 
ference decision, the more moder- 
ate Arab states and groups, such as 


>L Jordan. Iraq, and the part of 

the PLO controlled by Yasser .Ara- 
fat, appeared determined to make 
progress toward negotiations with 
Israel despite intense opposition 
from Syria, Libya. Iran, and other 
radicals. 

Mr. el-Baz said that Egypt. Jor- 
dan and the PLO would meet in 
March or April to form a new ap- 
proach to resuming negotiations 
over the return of Israeli -occupied 
territory in exchange for peace. 

He said the talks would be aimed 
at widening the terms of reference 
under which negotiations with Isra- 
el could be heldL 

Egypt and Jordan had both ac- 
cepted the peace plan proposed by 
President Ronald Reagan in Sep- 
tember 1982. he said, but the PLO 
bad voiced reservations because it 
did not call for an independent 
Palestinian state. 

Mr. el-Baz said that the best way 
out of the deadlock was for a conv- 

£ remise among three proposals: 
It. Reagan's plan, that adopted by 
the Arab League at its 1982 summi t 
in Fez, and a resolution sponsored 
by France and Egypt pending be- 
fore the United Nations. 

The Fez resolution calls for the 
creation of an independent Pales- 
tinian state. The French- Egyptian 
resolution calls for mutual and si- 
multaneous recognition of the PLO 
and Israel recognition of Palestin- 
ian national rights and the right of 
all states in the region to live within 
secure and recognized borders. 

Israel opposes all three initia- 
tives. 

Mr. el-Baz also called upon the

M Sharon Claims Responsfltilily 

Former Defense Minister Ariel 
Sharon, under fire for appearing to 
shirk responsibility for the invasion 
of Lebanon, said Thursday he 
planned the war against the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization, Unit- 
ed Press International reported 
from Haifa, Israel.

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Danes 9 Economic Woes Polarize Society of Consensus

COPENHAGEN — Danes don’t usually joke about nu- 
clear war, but the audience laughed when.

The post-election buzzword in the D anish capital was 
“polarization” — - as alien a notion in one of the most 
homogeneous nations in Europe as could be imagined Yet 
the country seemed split as never before between left and 
right as the debate continued on the revision of a social 
philosophy that, during the years of full employment, was 
seen as one of the most progressive and caring in European 
society. 

It is a question that, in varying degrees, is causing unrest in 


other capitals of northern Europe this winter. How do 
societies that pride themselves on fairness and democratic 
institutions scale down social programs that half the country 
thinks are excessive and too expensive and the other half 
thinks are indispensable to the nation's health and welfare? 

“We have a very unstable electorate right now and that is a 
reflection of a trendm the direction of social and ideological 
polarization,” said Niels Finn Christiansen, a professor of 
history at the University of Copenhagen. 

“Everything seems to be splitting down the middle,” Mr. 
Christiansen said. "Youths are splitting between the Conser- 
vatives and the Socialists, the trade unions are splitting on 
wage policy, and the Socialists themselves are splitting over 
ideology. There is more and more conflict over values and 
the direction of the welfare society.”

FBI Director Prepares 
For an Olympian Task: 
Spies and Defectors

WASHINGTON — The direc- 
tor of the FBI, William H. Webster, 
says he has been working for nearly 
five years on security for this year's 
Olympic Games in Los Angeles 
and is preparing to deal with defec- 
tors and spies, as well as terrorists. 

“It won’ l be just terrorism," Mr. 
Webster said. “There’]] be a lot of 
people we’re interested in from an 
intelligence point of view." 

“I think well have some defec- 
tions too,” he added. "Well have to 
deal with that.” 

The FBI wifi be on ihe akn for 
foreign spies who show any special 
interest in the Wgh- technology re 
gion in California known as Sujcon 
Valley. Mr. Webster said. The 
Olympics, he said, will present a 
“marvelous opportunity for for- 
eign agents to enter the United 
States “to meet some of the illegals 
that are planted over hoe who have 
no direct contact with their raanag- 

“We’re looking at it as an oppor- 
tunity as well as a defensive move,” 
he added. 

Mr. Webster said security has 
been complex because Olympic 
events will lake place from San 
Diego to Santa Barbara, a distance 
of 135 miles (218 kilometers), and 
involve 15.000 athletes and manag- 
ers in addition to many visitors. 

Hundreds of FBI agents, the Los 
Angeles Police Department, Sher- 
iffs Of Gee and other local law en- 


forcement agencies will work on 
security issues. 

In addition, the FBI will have on 
hand its new 45-man Hostage Res- 
cue Team, which has been spending 
half its lime for the last year in 
training. Mr. Webster said he ex- 
pects to get help from the Central 
Intelligence Agency, too. 

He said terrorist incidents de- 
creased last year, but added that 
the reduction would be meaning- 
less if there were a major terrorist 
incident in the United Stares. 

Mr. Webster said he is particu- 
larly concerned that “what hap- 
pens in the Middle East might in- 
fluence what happens here/ 

There is also some concern, he 
said, about the number of Iranians 
in the United States. A radical Ira- 
nian Shiite Moslem group has 
claimed responsibility for the 
bombing of the UR Marine head- 
quarters in Bonn in October. 

Reflecting about his FBI career, 
Mr. Webster indicated that there is 
some chan ce that be would leave 
the agnecy without f inishin g out 
the final four years of his 10-year 
term as director. 

“i can't ignore the fact that I’m 
about to turn 60.” he said. “You 
wonder how much longer you 
should stay.”

Poll Finds U.S. Foreign Line Assailed 

More Seen Critical of Mideast, Central America Policies

WASHINGTON — President 
Ronald Reagan faces growing do- 
mestic criticism of his conduct of 
foreign policy, especially in the 
Middle East and Central America, 
according to a Washington Post- 
ABC NewspoU. 

The poll indicates increased op- 
position to U.S. involvement in 
Lebanon, a growing perception 
that Mr. Reagan is attempting to 
do too much with the military over- 
seas, a renewed resistance to entan- 
glement in Central America and a 
hardening of the belief that foreign 
affairs — including the possibility 
of war — now pose as great a prob- 
lem as economic issues. 

Overall, 50 percent of those sur- 
veyed gave Mr. Reagan a negative 
rating for his handling of foreign 
affairs, as low a rating as he has 
ever received in z Post-ABC poll. 
The survey strongly suggests, how- 


ever, that many believe that forces 
outside the United Slates are large- 
ly responsible for increasing world 
tension, and that Mr. Reagan de- 
serves credit for responding to 
those forces, or at the worst, merits 
little of the blame. 

The survey, conducted from Jan. 
12 to Jan. 17, shows 60 percent of 
those polled disapprove of Mr. 
Reagan's handling of the situation 
in Lebanon, compared with 30 per- 
cent who approve. A majority or 59 
percent said the government has no 
clear goals for the UR Marines' 
presence there. Only 30 percent 
said they thought there are such 
goals, while 58 percent said the 
troops should be pulled ouL 

After the bombing of the UR 
Marine headquarters in Beirut and 
the U.S. invasion of Grenada in 
October, Mr. Reagan’s popularity 
increased. On Oct 27 Mr. Reagan 
helped his cause with a televised 
speech seeking support for his use 
of the military. 


The following day, a Post-ABC 
poll found a majority of the public 
supportive of Mr. Reagan’s policies 
toward Lebanon and" evenly split 
on the growing involvement of mil- 
itary troops overseas. Forty-eight 
percent said the government was 
trying to do too much militarily but 
49 percent said it was noL 

In the new survey, however. 60 
percent said the United States is 
trying to do too much with its 
armed forces overseas, and 36 per- 
cent said it is not. 

The Reagan administration’s co- 
vert support of rebels attempting to 
overthrow the leftist Sandinist gov- 
ernment in Nicaragua won more 
support after the invasion of Gre- 
nada. In November, 30 percent 
said they approved of such U.S. 
involvement. By this month, ap-

PARIS — TTte suicide bombers 
who have made several devastating 
attacks in the Middle East crane 
from four different groups of Shiite 
Moslem extremists controlled by 
Iran, a Paris-based news magazine 
reported Friday.

America, with a 17. 8-percent un- 
employment rate in Dazmber and 
35.6 percent of its people below the 
poverty line, remains “buried in a 
depression of crushing propor- 
tions,” the president of the Nation- 
al Urban League has said 

The Reagan administration 
bears substantial blame; he says. 

“The state of black America is 
disastrous,” John E. Jacob said 
Thursday in releasing his organiza- 
tion's annual report on the status of 
the 28 million blacks in the United 
States. The Urban League is a 
moderate and influential civil 
rights organization based in New 

Mr. Jacob was especially critical 
of Reagan a dminis tration cuts in 
social programs during the last 
three years, its opposition to affir- 
mative action in cavil rights and the 
recent report of the President’s 
Task Force cm Food Assistance 
that “played down" the “serious 
problem of hunger in America.” 

“The blade poor have been rele- 
gated to an out-of-sight, out-of- 
mind status in American fife,” Mr. 
Jacob said “Employment and so- 
cial service programs have been cut 
to the bone. Black America is in 
desperate straits.” 

To obtain relief, Mr. Jacob said 
blacks most torn out heavily 
enough in the coming election to 
force the president and Congress to 
heed blade demands for jobs, resto- 
ration of social services and 
strengthening of dvil rights en- 
forcement. 

“There are 17 million blacks of 
voting age, but only 10 million are 
registered to vote,” be said 

The White House said it would 
have no comment on the league

The league's annual report, “The 
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State of Black America, 1984,” out- 
lined the following major social 
and economic problems: 

• Economic status — The black 
unemployment rate was 17.8 per- 
cent in December, compared with 
8.1 percent (or the nation as a 
whole. For black males 18 and 19 
years old, the rate hit 42.7 percent 
last falL These official unanplqy- 
mest figures leave out workers too 
discouraged even to lode for jobs. 

In 1982, the poverty rate for 
blacks, winch is the percentage be- 
low the government’s official pov- 
erty Hoe of 59.862 for a family of 
four, rose to 35.6 percent compared 
with 12 percent fra whites. 

Median family income of blacks 
in 1982 was 513398, which was less 
in purchasing power than the year 
before and only 55 percent of the 
524593 median for white families. 

tbe 35.6 percent black poverty 
rate for 1982 was up from 342 
percent in 1981 and was the highest 
rate since 1967. 

The 17.8 percent blade unem- 
ployment rate for last month, while 
higher than at any time from 1948 
through 1982, was lower than the 
all-time recent high of 20.6 percent 
reached in the first two quarters of 
1983/ 

• Families beaded by women — 
In 1970, about 30 percent of black 
families were headed by women; by 
1980, 42 percent were. About one- 
fifth of the women beading house- 
holds had never been married 
More than half lacked high school 
diplomas, three-fifths lacked jobs, 
and almost two-fifths of female- 
beaded families had received some 
welfare in the preceding year. 

• Education —The high school 
completion rate of blacks has 
jumped from 23percent in 1950 to 
79 percent in 1978, but the percent- 
age of black teachers dropped 
slightly in the past decade to 7.8 
percent. 
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Cold Days in Stockholm 


inbuilt Kissinger Report Lacks a 


•rican 


With all the major East-West lines down, 
the opening of the European security confer- 
ence known as Stockholm had been widely 
anticipated as an occasion for the Soviet 
Union and the United States to start climbing 
out of the deep freeze. It was to be the scene of 
the Gist high-level Soviet- American talks since 
the Korean Air Lin« affair reversed a slight 
thaw that bad been developing. President Rea- 
gan had given a pre-conference speech demon- 
strating a more subdued tone. 

George Shultz’s Stockholm speech illustrat- 
ed some of the difficulties. In his most reso- 
nant passage, he spoke what we would call the 
simple truth, that “an artificial barrier has 
cruelly divided” Europe, that the United 
States does not recognize the legitimacy of the 
division and that it constitutes “the essence of 
Europe's security and human rights problem.” 
What could be more self-evident and more 
familiar as American policy? 

It is plainly the case, however, that Europe, 
especially in its current state of nerves, does 
not like hard facts to be stated plainly. So 
although the U.S. secretary of state made clear 
he was not calling into question Eastern Eu- 
rope's Soviet-imposed borders, he left behind 
him a lin gering discussion of whether Wash- 
ington now means to deal with the Soviet 
Union in Europe via the Stockholm forum or 


to challeige the Soviet position in the East. 

Mr. Gromyko followed with a harsh, abu- 
sive speech. It signified a Soviet decision to 
reject Mr. Reagan’s offer to make something 
of a fresh start, at least in tone, and to concen- 
trate instead on trying to fray further the 
bonds of the Atlantic alliance. This has been 
the main line of Soviet policy at least since the 
1970s, when the Kremlin exploited the detente 
process for its unilateral advantage, most con- 
spicuously by deploying SS-20 missiles. 

Nothing that emerged from the Shultz-Gro- 
myko talk that followed indicated any reversal 
of the deterioration of Soviet-Amencan rela- 
tions. The sole positive note was that the 
Russians, who had declined at the lasL session 
of the talks on European troop levels to set a 
date for another session, set a date — in 
March. The big nuclear talks from which Mos- 
cow walked out late last year remain dosed 

This is the score: The Soviet leadership is 
playing European opinion and. to a lesser 
extent, American opinion, hoping that pres- 
sure against the Reagan policy will build. The 
adminis tration is hold&g firm, determined to 
show there is no profit for the Kremlin in 
( expecting the United States to start to adjust 
Its stance. It is cold in Stockholm, and it 
promises to stay that way for some time.

Righting Gvil Wrongs 


The dust was just settling from the conten- 
tious reconstruction of the U.S. civil rights 
commission when first its staff director and 
then its new majority made plain that they 
intended to alter dramatically the commis- 
sion's way of doing business. Both seem to be 
generally sympathetic to President Reagan's 
idea of what civil rights efforts should entail. 
Our sense of it is that the issues the commis- 
sion has seized on are serious and legitimate, 
bat that it is far from dear whether they are 
attacking them in serious and legitimate ways. 

At the heart of the argument lies a large, 
politically unresolved question. It is whether 
civil rights activity on the part of the govern- 
ment should be viewed quite strictly as a 
matte r of providing and guaranteeing equal 
opportunity to all citizens or of providing and 
guaranteeing them not just equal opportunity 
but in fact equal results — that is, a definite 
share of society’s monetary and other rewards. 

This question is not anew one. It was bound 
to arise when it became plain that the enact- 
ment and enforcement of much equal opportu- 
nity legislation had left millions of its prospec- 
tive beneficiaries no better off materially than 
they had been. Merely declaring them free to 
do many things did not make it possible for 
them to do so, did not in any way deal with or 
diminish the disadvantage they bad incurred 
from years of past disc rimina tion which con- 
tinued to inhibit and restrict them. “Go be a 
concert pianist or a brain surgeon or a multi- 
millionaire,” the society would tell them; “we 
have eliminated the legal barriers to your do- 
ing so — aren’t we nice?" 

In the 1960s steps began to be taken to 
address this delicate, complicated, important 
issue. Guidelines and de facto cases and bus- 
ing and quotas and goals and the enlargement 
of the dvil rights mandate to include more 
people and more kinds of deprivation were the 
stuff of argument and action. But precision 
and care did not last. 

By the late 1970s aD distinctions seemed to 
have been blurred: Policies and programs af- 
fecting racial minorities were uniformly seen 
as being racial in nature and as reflecting a 
pro- or anti-civil rights position. Gvil rights 


had come to be regarded by many as rights 
uniquely owing to racial minorities, and con- 
flicts between the dvil rights of groups were 
seen as something else — usually as white 
racist efforts at repression. 

Good and necebary and justifiable efforts 
to make the civil rights mandate more com- 
plex, to help ensure that it would be more than 
a policy dedaring and providing “rights” that 
could not be exercised, got overwhelmed by 
sloppy thinking and misguided arguments and 
programs. And it was this that provided the 
opening for Ronald Reagan. His new dvil 
rights commisaoners, like his new Justice De- 
partment, pledged to restore the issue to its 
pristine darity and virtue. The government 
would go back to real civil rights issues and 
prinriples, to the original thinking Thus, the 
new staff director at the commission, Linda 
Chavez, and the new majority variously speak 
of such things as the need to stop viewing 
economic programs as civil rights imperatives, 
the anti -civil rights implications of numerical 
quotas, the fact that all disadvantage is not a 
function of discrimination. 

Intellectually, in theory, much of what they 
say is right. And, in our judgment, there has 
been for some time and continues to be a need 
to make some reasonable distinctions concern- 
ing what is a dvil right and what is a socially 
desirable result. But the haste with which the 
newly re-formed commission has been issuing 
its pronouncements; its debating team-type 
insistence that it is right in all things and the 
losers discredited and wrong; its failure to ay 
to send any message of reassurance to a large 
and apprehensive constituency of blacks and 
other racial minorities who had come to see the 
commission as a champion and a friend — all 
this is truly disturbing. 

There is a useful reform to be achieved. It 
cannot be made vindictively or as punishment. 
It most assuredly does not consist of undoing 
genuine dvil rights progress in a blanket attack 
on some of the errors of recent years. The 
commission itself will have to choose whether 
its accomplishments are to be political and 
transitory or moral and enduring.

Behind the Soviet Vitriol a condbs 


If you look beyond the vituperation in For- 
eign Minister Andrei Gromyko's recent 
speech, you may find the reason for the Soviet 
boycott of nuclear arms talks put quite suc- 
cinctly. “We have warned repeatedly that the 
deployment in Western Europe of U.S. Per- 
shing and cruise missiles will undermine the 
basis for negotiation and will make them im- 
possible,” he declared. “Having started the 
installation of its missiles, Washington has 
rendered negotiations pointless.'' 

There you have it. The American- Soviet 
impasse is not due to President Reagan's anti- 
communist rhetoric, but to the success of the 
North Atlantic Treat)' Organization in muster- 
tngrthe will to go forward with deployment. 
The Kremlin’s strategy has been to thwart this 
endeavor by intimidating and cajoling the peo- 
ples of Western Europe. But Moscow failed, . 
even with the unwitting help of Mr. Reagan, 
whose hatred of the Soviet system and talk of 
limited mid ear war alarmed Europeans. 

The European security conference in Stock- 
holm found Secretary of State George Shultz 


taking a conciliatory tack while Mr. Gromyko 
inveighed against the United States. Mr. 
Shultz remarked the other day that “it takes 
two to thaw.” By the same token, you can 
argue that it takes two to make an argument If 
the United States continues to press for negoti- 
ations in the reasonable tone Mr. Reagan 
belatedly adopted, the Russians soon wfl] find 
that their tirades sound hollow. 

We do not underrate Soviet perseverance. 
With the military in ascendance in Moscow 
(as, alas, it is in Washington), confrontation 
strengthens the cause for ever-increasing ex- 
penditures on arms. But the Soviet high com- 
mand is not the only reason why Moscow 
ought shy away from negotiations. There is 
also a diplomatic momentum that is not easily 
diverted. The Kremlin hierarchy, with an en- 
feebled leadership, may lack the flexibility to 
change its position and resume negotiations. 

President Reagan’s response should be to 
shun the hot and careless language that so 
damaged theU.S. image in Europe and hold to 
his readiness to negotiate and compromise.

The Kissinger commission’s thesis is that the 
exploitation of Central American unrest by tbe 
Soviet Union, and Cuba threatens UJS. security 
interests. Tbe answer, the commission says, lies in 
offering pro-U.S. regimes militar y assistanc e to 
defeat externally supported insurgency and eco- 
nomic assistance to overcome the misery and 
depression that set off insurgency. 

Moscow unquestionably aims to benefit from 
Central American tamed. But how? What goals 
are attainable? What risks is it prepared to ran? 
What costs to pay? Instead of rigorous analysis, 
the commission rests its case for a dire Soviet 
threat on what Senator Daniel Patrick Moynihan 
correctly calls a “doctrinal position,” dressed up 
with perfunctory military arguments. 

The report broods about tEe danger to Caribbe- 
an shipping lanes. Bat in what circumstances 
would Moscow try to “interdict” shipping? Only in 
the event of general war — and, with nuclear 
missiles flying, the sinking of ofl tankers would be 
of small consequence, nor would Soviet military 
installations matter in Cuba or elsewhere. Ana 
Moscow knows it cannot establish nuclear missile 
bases in the Western Hemisphere in 1984 any more 
than it could in 1962. As for economic aid to pro- 
Marxist states, why, as the Latin Americans put it, 
would Moscow fatten a lamb in the jaws of a lion? 
For Moscow, Central America is a windfall a 
target of opportunity, not of deep strategic pur- 


pose. The Kremlin will keep tbe pot boiling, but it 
knows how vulnerable its invest merit wifl be. 

The report also uses tbe domino argument:

But re gim es requiring military shields a gainst 
their own people are under siege precisely bwause 
they do not give a d*™ about poverty and exploi- 
tation.

The guarantee of nnhtary protection means that 
the guarantor renounces the ultimate sanction — 
the withdrawal of support Once the commitment 
to a regime’s survival nas been made, it becomes 
increasingly hard to make a beleaguered oligarchy 
do thing ; it sees as fatal to its privilege and power.

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N EW YORK — No document 
crafted by 12 people will com- 
pletely satisfy each of them. But tbe 
“conditionality” clause and the pro- 
posed alliance for democracy, pros- 
perity and security made me proud to 
sign the Kissinger report. 

Can reasonable people conceive of 
a sequence of events in Central 
America and Mexico — each of 
which is unlikely but not impossible 
— leading to a serious threat to U.S. 
security? Could reasonable people in 
1958 nave imagined a sequence of- 
Cuban events and U.S. policy blun- 
ders leading four years later to a 
serious threat to American security? 

The Kissinger commission’s report 
makes (he modest point that prudent 
presidents must take into account 
such an improbable but highly risky 
sequence of events. Yet the report 
also indicates that the United States 
still has many options to avoid Arma- 
geddon in the tropics. The report 
implies that events in El Salvador do 
not present enough of a mortal threat 
to U.S. security to justify... uncondi- 
tional mfliiary aid. 

My proudest day as a member of 
the commission came in San Salva- 
dor. watching some of my conserva- 
tive colleagues become increasingly 
outraged by the mounting evidence 
that right-wing death squads were 
not a liberal fantasy. Perhaps that 


hectic day sealed the approval of the 
finest part of our report — the condi- 
tionality clause wmlring militar y aid 
contingent on progress toward free 
elections and the rule of law. 

If such progress is made in El Sal- 
vador, a reformed army will have 
something to fight for. Under those 
circumstances, military aid would 
make political and diplomatic solu- 
tions posable. Insurgents refusing to 
negotiate with a reformist govern- 
ment legitimized by bee elections 
would run the risk of fading from the 
scene as Colombian and Venezuelan 
guerrillas did in the 1960s. 

But what if the Salvadoran regime 
ignores the goals of conditionality? 
Tbe United States must stand ready 
then to cut off its bilateral aid, seek- 
ing higher ground in the region. This 
warning must be credible; otherwise, 
death squads and electoral fraud wifl 
not be eliminated. This was the in ten- 
lion of the conditionality clause, 
though it may be undercuL 

The United Slates must forcefully 
state conditions for its bilateral aid. 
but it cannot walk away from all of 
Central America. Decency requires 
some concern for our democratic 
friends in that region, especially un- 
armed Costa Rica. Our day m San 
Jose was as revealing as our day in 
San Salvador: Most Costa Ricans,

L ONDON — Twenty years ago, 1 
/ sat at my typewriter in Innga. 
an up-counuy Tanzanian town, 
putting together a newsletter for 
volunteers similar to those in the 
Peace Corps. Spread before me 
were some gloomy letters 1 had re- 
ceived from volunteers in the re- 
mote comers of Tanzania. 

The volunteers had come to do 
good. Too many of them were doing 
nothing. Tbe aid program we had 
joined was ill-conceived, badly 
planned and thoughtlessly execut- 
ed. Volunteers working to introduce 
mechanization were without trac- 
tors, and those working to improve 
cattle-raising techniques were 
placed in villages without cattle. 
And so it went 

I now realize that much of the 
volunteers' work proved eventually 
to be very useful. Over time, the 
pieces and the materials they need- 
ed fell into place.

Here is one complaint about the 
IDA: “In 1970, Madagascar signed 
an agreement for a S5-rmIliou IDA 


credit for the irrigation of 1,200 
hectares around Lake Alaotra. An 
IDA team calculated that rice pro- 
duction on this area could triple in 
10 years. In 1980, five years after the 
project was completed, an indepen- 
dent evaluation concluded that few 
of the original objectives were ac- 
complished. Rice production was 
op only 14 percent, farm incomes 
had barely increased, while inequi- 
ties in wealth had grown, adding to 
social tensions. The project's rale of 
return may prove to be negative.” 

These comments actually come 
from an IDA publication. There are 
more like it: self-criticism of pro- 
jects that failed because they did 
not distinguish between tbe roles of 
men and women in growing cash 
crops and food crops, because they 
made the error of thinking that a 
technical “package" that worked on 
an agricultural research station 
would work on farms in the bush or 
because they used modem cultiva- 
tion techniques that hastened soil 
erosion rather than adopting more 
traditional methods. 

Robert McNamara, the recently 
retired president of the World 
Bank, was. say his critics, obsessed 
with numbers at the expense of 
quality. There is some train in this. 
But be bad another obsession: to 
evaluate all projects critically. He 
publicized his failures as well as his 


successes, and the IDA does have a 
handsome record of success, which 
is confirmed by tbe Reagan admin- 
istration’s own study made in 1981 
by the U5. Treasury. 

Mr. McNamara, mainl y thro ugh 
tbe work of the IDA, presided over 
one of the great intellectual revolu- 
tions in thinking about Third World 
development. The 1950s and 1960s 
had seen an unusual confluence of 
socialist and capitalist ideologies 
that resulted in toe majority of de- 
veloping countries emphasizing 
large-scale projects. 

The capitalist countries pushed 
these projects partly because it 
meant business for thdr construc- 
tion companies. The socialist coun- 
tries backed the projects because it 
meant independence from the Eu- 
ropean powers. The result was an 
overwhelming emphasis on big 
dams, big electrification schemes, 
big steel and cement works and big 
state farms. 

But Mr. McNamara used his po- 
sition to bring countries to realize 
that there were better ways of in- 
vesting that could produce good 
economic returns while stemming 


results. Projects designed mainly for 
small fanners tend to achieve rates 
of return as high or higher than 
those shown Ity more traditional ag- 
ricultural projects. 

This sort of work is becoming 
more common. Road projects qh 
creasingly concentrate on fans-to- 
market and rural “feeder" roads. 
Irrigation projects have placed 
greater emphasis on secondary and 
tertiary canals reaching the smaller, 
more isolated and poorer farmers. 
Educational projects are focusing 
on basic and informal schooling in 
rural areas and less on secondary 
and university education. <■ ;

EINDHOVEN, the Netherlands — Twelve years 
ago. when Philips introduced the world's first video 
cassette recorder, it confidently expected to dominate 
this very promising new market. 

That has not happened, although the market has 
indeed turned out to be promising. Thousands upon 
thousands of the recorders have been sold and they are 
becoming as commonplace as the television sets to 
which they are attached. Bui nearly all the machines 
are Japanese-made. Very few cany the Philips label, 
even in Europe, where Philips NV is the largest elec- 
tronics maker. 

Its machines have simply been swept aside in the 
marketplace. Eva its sqpmsticted V2000 model has 
failed to win more than 10 percent of European sales, 
invested $250 million in a new fac- 
tory near Vienna in a last-ditch effort to stop the 
Japanese on its home ground. 

The drubbing the Japanese have administered in 


video cassette recorders is not Philips’s only setback. 
Rising U.S. competition in sales of computers, auto- 
mated office equipment and semiconductors is also 
cutting into the company’s European sales, which 
produced rwo-thirds of Philips’s about S14 billion in 
1983 revenue. Thai has prompted a historic switch in 
Lhe way Philips does business, not only in the video 
cassette recorder field, but also for its range of home- 
elec ironies products, telecommunications equipment 
and high-tech industrial systems. 

For the first time in its 93 years, the Dutch-based 
electronics giant is switching from an emphasis on 
sales of its own products to a greater reliance on joint 
ventures with other companies. In part, the new ven- 
tures are making Philips a European salesman for U.S.

• Far from fighting the Japanese 
on video Cassette recorders. Philips 
will make in Europe the popular 
VHS system developed by Victor 
Co. of Japan, although Mr. Dekker 
vowed to keep up some production 
of the V200G. Other European elec- 
tronics companies have made simi- 
lar arrangements with the Japa- 
nese, including Thomson-Brandt, 
die nationalized French electronics 
maker, and Tdeftinken, its West 
Germany subsidiary. They, too. 
signed on with Victor to make and 
sen its video cassette recorders. 

• American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co„ in its first major venture 
abroad, signed on Philips to market 
AT&T's sophisticated digital tele- 
phone switching system. Digital 
communications is a technology in 
which Philips and other European 
electronics companies lag. The 
joint venture recognized Philips’s 
marketing prowess in Europe, and 
Philips executives have expressed 
the hope that the AT&T arrange- 
ment will be expanded to include 
other products. 

• Philips will increase its stake in 
Grundig of West Germany, which 
is Europe’s second-largest electron- 
ics company, behind Philips. Once 
that’s done. Philips mil take over 
management of Grundig April 1 — 
if the West German government's 


cartel office does not object. Philips 
now owns 24.5 percent of Grundig. 
It says the new arrangement would 
give it the market share and econo- 
mies of scale that it needs to com- 
pete more effectively against non- 
Europeans, especially the 
Japanese. 

• Philips and Ci-T- Alcatel, the 
French electronics company, will 
pool resources to develop "micro- 
wave-transmission systems and 
other high-technology products in 
competition with the Japanese and 
the Americans. The arrangement 
stretches the resources that Philips 
is now devoting to research — more 
than $1.2 billion a year, or 7 per- 
cent of its revenue. 

The keystone of Mr. Dekker’s 
new joint-venture strategy appears 
to be the AT&T arrangemenL It 
gives Philips a strong product in a 
growing competition with Interna- 
tional Telephone & Telegraph 
Corp„ which spent nearly $1 bil- 
lion to develop its System 12 digital 
phone exchange and has a strong 
marketing presence in Europe. 
AT&T did not. until tbe Philips 
arrangement 

But tbe AT&T agreement and 
the new Philips strategy in general, 
is not without its European critics. 
Resistance is bubbling within the 
Common Market, for example, 
wbere a protracted antitrust battle 
is being wagped to prevent IBM 
from snatching a commanding 
share of emerging new computer 
and telecommunications business. 
Government officials in several 
Common Market countries have 
bitterly ebarced that the Philips 
pact with AT&T simply implants 
another “fifth column” in Europe's 
midst, shutting out European mak- 
ers. 

Mr. Dekker, who spent most of 
his 36 years at Philips in the Far 
East, rejects that view, contending 
that the company's efforts to forge 
European alliances, such as plans 
to develop microwave-transmis- 
sion systems or ceDular mobile ra- 
dio systems with CIT-Alcatel, are 
no less intense than the quest for 
trans-Atlantic ties, which he says 
“may act as a sort of catalyst” in 
Europe. “If it is a matter of Ameri- 


can icchnlogy.” he adds, “then bet- 
ter to channel it into Europe 
through a European company, than 
the other way around.” 

According to Mr. Dekker. Phil- 
ips was counting on further cooper- 
ation with AT&T in such areas as 
microprocessor technology and 
electronic office equipment, where 
'Philips fees tough competition 
from European, U.S. and Japanese 
competitors, or in developing prod- 
ucts for future telecommunications 
systems, such as videotex, that are 
planned throughout Europe to car- 
ry voice, video and data services 
into households. 

But the disclosure last month 
that AT&T would take a 25-per- 
cent stake in Olivetti, a major Phil- 
ips competitor in the office- ma- 
chine "business. with an option to 
raise jt to 40 perce n t after four 
years, soured those prospects. As a 
result of the Olivetti agreement, the 
chance for wider, cooperation, ac- 
cording to Gerrii Jed of. tbe Philips 
management board member for 
idccommuni cations and computer 
products, “has become very re- 
mote.”

Lighting a cigarette in her publisher’s of- 
fice (“I’ve always smoked, too — it gives me 
something to do with my hands") and point- 
ing out that her orchid tweed Chanel suit is 
from 1964, Moats defines her book as being a 
combination of snobbishness and reality; “I 
wanted to entertain the reader, as weti as 
guide her.”
